Just to keep you all posted as to the status of 66 Raymond, 

(1) two names, Visitation Valley Coalition and Visitation Valley Alliances have 
been reserved with the Secretary of State's Office although confirmation has yet 
to be received; 

(2) Tony will be presenting a resolution for change of name by email before he 
leaves for China. 

(3) According to Tony, Walter Wong, a general contractor and campaign 
consultant well known in Chinatown and the political arena, offers financial help 
to APACC for the specific purpose of re-electing Malia Cohen. Walter needs a 
foothold and a prominent presence in Visitation Valley. For this, Walter appears 
willing to provide whatever APACC needs to situate the organization at 66 
Raymond. Tony is meeting and conferring with Walter as to the extent of his 
financial commitment. 

If APACC is able to rent, and, thereby control the premises before the City 
becomes its owner eventually, the advantages of "being in the right place at the 
right time" will be ours to have. 

By the way, does anyone know the cost/expenses of maintaining the Center? My 
estimate is approximately $$600 - $1000 per month. If we are able to offer the 
new owner $3000 - $4000 rent per month in addition, it would be an offer he 
cannot afford to turn down. We should have those numbers for Walter. 

Your thoughts on renting the Center now before the City acquires it, and selects 
an organization to operate it as a community center?
